Yesterday's walkouts, promot- 
ed by the recently organized 
Central High School Mothers’ 
League and other agitators, 
was a disappointment to them. 
They had predicted that 250 
students would leave | their 
lasses.

Automatically Suspended. .. 

Since those who did leave 
were automatically suspended 
for days yy order of 
Superintendent of School Virgil 
T. Blossom, the student body 
today was free of most of the 
bullies and trouble-makers. 

Two-man foot patrols kept 
watch over ihe high school to- 
day. The patruis, composed of 
members of the 10l1st Airborne 
Division, walked slowly along 
the street in front of the huge 
school building. Wooden barri- 
cades, used yesterday to close 
off the avenue, were stacked on 
the sidewalks this morning. All 
streets around the school 
were open §o traffic.

At- 
tendance yesterday was 1651. 

Signs of Community Action 

There were signs of a grow- 
ing community opinion that 
concerted action must be taken 
to restore peace and obtain re- 
spect for law and order if the 
federal troops were to be sent 
home. 

The continued defiance by 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus of fed- 
eral authority and his refusal 
to co-operate with other South- 
ern Governors who attempted 
to act as conciliators, has 
stiffened civic determination to 
take action. 

President Eisenhower, who 
declared it impossible to with- 
draw troops on the basis of 
Gov. Faubus’s refusal to give 
satisfactory assurance that fed- 
eral court orders would be com- 
plied with and Negro students 
protected, praised 
the activity of 25 civic leaders.

worthy places, and I concluded 
that it was not.” He went on: 

“By so doing, however, I did 
not mean to imply that there 

not be circumstances in 
hich the freedom of the press 
might be considered to include 
the right to gather informa- 
tion.” 

He said restrictions on travel 
to Red China were imposed by 
his predecessor, Dean Acheson, 
and added: 

“They were imposed upon all 
citizens without discrimination, 
upon grounds related to our for- 
eign policy and our national in- 
terest. They were not designed 
to restrain newsmen or anyone 
else from obtaining information 
with the view of ultimate pub- 
lication. Such limitation as they 
may have had upon newsgather- 
ers Was purely incidental and 
was not a purpose of the re- 
strictions . . . accordingly, they 
did not violate the First 
Amendment.” 

Dulles said that “insofar as 
the gathering of news can be 
carried out without prejudice to 
the national interest, that ac- 
tivity should be facilitated and 
it is our policy to do thaat.” 


SWEDISH TRADE 
PACT WITH PEIPING 
FIRST IN WEST

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
Sweden yesterday announced 
the first Western government 
trade agreement with Red 
China. 

A Swedish Foreign Office an- 
nouncement said the agreement 
was reached in Peiping negoti- 
ations between Swedish Ambas- 
sador Klas Book and Lu Hsu- 
chang, Chinese deputy minister 
for foreign trade. Sweden rec- 
ognized Red China in 1950. 

The announcement said fhe 
agreement still must be rati- 
fied by Parliament. Swedish 
exports to Red China would 
still be subject to government 
license. Sweden may still ob- 
serve a voluntary embargo on 
export of strategic goods al- 
though Stockholm has never 
formally accepted such an em- 
bargo practiced by other West- 
ern countries. 

Swedish-Chinese trade has 
been insignificant. The new 
agreement includes most-fa- 
vored-nation clauses and pro- 
visions against discrimination 
in shipping.

BRIGHTON, England, Oct. 4 
(AP)—The British Labor party 


went on record today in favor 


of letting Cyprus decide its own 
future, including the shedding 
of the island’s ties as a crown 
colony. 

Mrs, Barbara Castle, a mem- 
ber of Parliament speaking for 
the party’s policy-making Na- 
tional Executive, termed La- 
bor’s policy for ‘Cyprus demo- 
cratic self-determination. The 
resolution on Cyprus was adopt- 
ed at the party’s annual con- 
vention. 

Britain’s Conservative gov-| 
ernment has offered limited 
self-government and a prospect 
of self-determination to Cyprus.

* The final blotting out of an his- 
toric site and some of the finest old 
homes in St. Louis is threatened by 
the proposal to locate the new chil- 
dren’s detention center in Vande- 
venter place. 

This proposal means: First, the 
destruction of good housing, 21 beau- 
tifully built, sound, livable, occupied 
houses. A number of these have 
been improved and modernized by 
conversion into small apartments. 

There are two or three rooming 
houses for students and others, a 
large social club, and a church. The 

“"‘movement to make fuller use of the 
larger houses has been going on for 
some years and is still in progress. 
The effect of putting out all these 
people can be imagined. 

Second, the discouragement of in- 

~ dividual efforts at rehabilitation. 
Why take the trouble and spend the 
money when all may go for nothing? 
No wonder some people decide to 
Sell and move out of the city.

the Budget 


The Administration's latest review of the 
budget for the current year emphasizes once 
again how little actual control Congress exer- 
cises over Government expenditures. Despite 
the annual battle royal over appropriations in 
Congress, despite the periodic economy drives in 
the spending agencies, actual outlays continue 
pretty much on their own course, and. that 
course usually is upward. 

When Congress quit for the summer last Au- 
gust, Chairman Cannon of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee proudly published a tabulation 
showing that as against total appropriations re- 
quests in the Administration's budget of $64,- 
500,000,000, Congress finally appropriated a 
total of $59,600,000,000, a reduction of five bil- 
lions or just under 8 per cent. 

Congressman Cannon was proud of the rec- 
ord and he had a right to be, for Congress does 
not often carry through on its economy pledges 
as effectively as this. Nevertheless Secretary of 
the Treasury Anderson and Budget Director 
Brundage have just announced that actual ex- 
penditures in the current fiscal year be 
higher than proposed in the budget sen n- 
gress last January—some $71,900,000,000 instead 
of $71,800,000,000. 

Why the discrepancy? The answer is, of 
course, that authorizations to spend money— 
that is, the congressional appropriation bills— 
no longer exert sole control over the actual 
spending. Some expenditures come about auto- 
matically, outside the appropriation process al- 
together, as a result of legislation setting up per- 
manent programs. Others are financed out of 
unspent appropriations from previous years. 

So it is possible for the level of spending to 
be virtually unaffected by the level of appropria- 
tions. Eventually, the second may catch up with 
the first. This year’s five-billion cut in appro- 
priations may make itself felt in a reduction of 
spending in some future year. Unfortunately, 
the chances are good- that before that happens 
Congress may be persuaded to restore some of 
the cuts. 

The truth is that though Congress holds the 
purse strings according to constitutional theory, 
Administration policy has become a more and 
more dominant factor in budget decisions. This 
year those decisions have been extraordinarily 
confused. 

First President Eisenhower proposed the high- 
est peacetime budget in history. Then Secre- 
tary Humphrey attacked it. Then the Presi- 
dent agreed and challenged Congress to cut it. 
Then the Administration resisted congressional 
efforts to do just that. Finally, the Administra- 
tion institu‘'ed its own cutbacks in spending— 
especially in defense items. And now the coun- 
try learns that these economies have only re- 
duced the spending budget to approximately 
the level originally estimated last January— 
meaning that the spending agencies, especially 
in defense,: had been exceeding their budgets 
until checked by the cutbacks. 

Will the day of a smaller federal budget ever 
come? This much ean be said with certainty, 
that tight budget control is most unlikely unless 
the President himself makes it a full-time re- 
sponsibility of his own. Some powers cannot be 
successfully delegated, and the crucial power 
over federal spending is one of them. 
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A Remorseful Spy Confesses

At least that is full confession and contains 
no attempt to win sympathy by seeking to blame 
other persons or to claim unfortunate circum- 
stances played a part in what was a despicable 
crime. In addition, Soble has made disclosures 
which led to the indictment for spying of Alfred 
K. Stern and Martha Dodd Stern, native-born 
and well-to-do Americans now living as rene- 
gades in Europe. 

Soble, the spy and the ingrate, stands as a 
pitiful figure, condemned by himself in his 
own words and by the court in its five-year sen- 
tence. All Americans, whether naturalized,or 
native born, can rejoice that the Soble story is 
one not often unfolded in this land of democracy. 
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DeGaulle on Horseback ? 


For more than a century Frenchmen have 
tried to keep their governments weak to avoid 
just what they face today, a fresh opportunity 
for a “man on horseback.” It should be clear 
by now that a weak parliamentary regime may 
pave the way for a dictator, instead of prevent- 
ing his rise. : 

After the fall of the twenty-third government 
of the post-war Fourth Republic, Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle again is in Paris. A movement to 
“draft” him has been started, and influential 
newspapers are saying that only this strong man 
can save the nation. Further, in seeking a new 
Premier, President Coty may have to deal with 
Jacques Soustelle, the aggressive leader of the 
Gaullists. 

This is not promising for a democracy, and it 
is to be hoped that De Gaulle’s sense of mission 
will not lead him into unconstitutional ways. Yet 
other Frenchmen have wandered into those 
paths, and with considerable popular. support, 

Napoleon turned the Revolution into the First 
Empire. His defeat led to the Restoration. After 
Louis XVIII and Charles X came the Revolution 
of 1830. Louis Philippe and the July Monarchy 
gave way in 1848 to the Second Republic, This 


was followed by Louis Napoleon’s Second Em- — 


pire which ended with the defeat of 1870. It was 
followed by the Third Republic which, in turn, 
went down with the collapse of France in World 
War II. There also were less drastic upheavals 
such as that of Gen. Boulanger. Even when 
validated at the polls, each change was more or

to identify the problems of local government, of 
which there are plenty, and to suggest solutions, 
State Senator E. Gary Davidson, Webster 
Groves Republican, is chairman. 

Fortunately for Senator Davidson and his col- 
leagues, both the problems and needs of local 
government in the state 
known. This will make the task simpler. Local 
government needs to be freed 
web of statutes in which it has 
Jefferson City, and local government—particu- 
larly the City of St. Louls—needs substantial 
financial help from the state. 

Take the matter of money. In 1956 the state 
collected $98,667,553 from the sales tax. Of 
that sum, $20,780,228—better than 20 per cent 
—came from St. Louis. If the state were to re- 
bate to the city half of the sales tax collected 
within the city limits, St. Louis's recurring 
financial difficulties might be ended. 

Senator Davidson's committee could help the 
St. Louis metropolitan area in other ways. It 
could sponsor legislation that would permit the 
city to rid itself of its costly and unnecessary 
county layer of government. It could recom- 
mend that the St. Louis School Board be per- 
mitted to organize itself along lines of utility 
rather than politics. It could take the lead for 
laws that would make the Bi-State Development 
Agency a going concern. It could sponsor legis- 
lation that would enable St. Louis county's 
school districts to provide equal educational op- 
portunities, and it could suggest statutes ex- 
panding the powers of the county government 
to handle municipal functions throughout the 
county. 

The Kansas City metropolitan area also needs 
help. Creation of the “Mo-Kan Metropolitan 
has been blocked by 
failure of the Missouri House to approve legisla- 
tion adopted by the Kansas Legislature and 
later adopted by the Missouri Senate. Eight 
counties in the Kansas City area would have 
been included in that district. 


Virtually all of the legislative needs of this 
part of the state have been spelled out in detail 
in the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey’s final re- 
port. If the members of the Davidson commit- 
tee consider themselves a stimulus to legislative 
action, rather than a substitute for it, then they 
ought to have no difficulty putting together a 
comprehensive program for introduction on the 
first day of the 1959 General Assembly. 
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Knowland Makes It Official 


What 170,000,000 other people more or less 
already knew, William F. Knowland has now 
made official. He is running hard for the gov- 
ernorship of California, the first hurdle being 
to defeat the present Governor, Goodwin Knight, 
in the Republican primary, pext year. Actually 
of course he is running for the G.O.P. nomina- 
tion for President, although he is not talking 
about that now. 

And why can it be said flatly that the Know- 
land sights are set higher than Sacramento? 
Because politicians do not voluntarily leave their 
party’s highest post in the Senate to go back 
home to try for the governorship unless that is 
intended as a stepping stone. The prospect now 
is for a ding-dong battle that will have its 
repercussions all over the country in 1958. It 
will not be necessary to have ringside seats to 
watch this fight. 
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Going Soft on Regulation 

The Federal Trade Commission, following in 
the footsteps of the Federal Power Commission, 
is showing signs of becoming another regulatory 
agency reluctant to regulate. It has dismissed 
a charge of unfair competition against Food 
Fair Stores, Inc. of Philadelphia, a supermarket 
chain of 238 stores operating in the eastern part 
of the United States, on grounds that it lacks 
jurisdiction. Similarly, earlier, FPC had de- 
cided that it lacked authority to regulate the 
price of natural gas at the well-head; the United 
States Supreme Court then ruled otherwise. 


A more virile attitude for a regulatory com- 
mission, and one more consonant with its obliga- 
tions to protect the public, would be to give 
itself the benefit of the doubt in fine-cut ques- 
tions of iction, and let the courts make 
the decision if jurisdiction were questioned. 


What are likely to be the consequences of 
this forfeiture of jurisdiction by the trade com- 
mission, if it is allowed to stand? There seems 
reason to believe that a loop-hole would be 
opened up through which any other food chain 
could easily slip away from FTC regulation. For 
the specific reason the commission gave for re- 
nouncing jurisdiction was that Food Fair owned 
a meat packing plant, which is under the juris- 
diction of the Department of Agriculture. 

The packing plant is a minor part of Food 
Fair’s business, accounting for only 5 per cent 
of its retail sales, but the commission decided 
to let the tail wag the dog. Because of the 5 
per cent, FTC says it is powerless to do any- 
thing about the 95 per cent. May it not occur 
to others also that an advantage like that would 
make it well worth while to buy a little meat 
packing plant somewhere? 

The Federal Trade Commission's soft attitude 
in this case offers renewed reason for the inves- 
tigation which a special House subcommittee 
headed by Representative Morgan Moulder of 
Camdenton is making, to determine whether the 
regulatory agencies are doing the job they are 
supposed to be doing.

It is 
a problem not only for Mr.

Examination of War-Time Morals 


HE subject of “UNTIL THEY SAIL,” at LOEW'S 

STATE THEATER could have been twisted into some- 

thing lurid and gaudy. It concerns some lonely and 
sex-starved New Zealand women in World War II whose 
able-bodied men have been gone for a 
couple of years, and find the United States 
Marines landing to fill in the void. How- 
ever, as taken from a story by James Mich- 
ener in “Return to Paradise,” written for 
the screen by playwright Robert Anderson, 
and directed by Robert Wise, it turns out 
to be a compassionate, tender and pene- 
trating examination of the weaknesses of ordinary human 

beings. 

This has been given an extraordinarily perceptive pro- 
duction, acted with sensitivity and naturalness by Jean 
Simmons, Joan Fontaine, Piper Laurie and a 14-year-old 
fashion model, Sandra Dee, as four sisters of Christchurch, 

‘ New Zealand, and Paul Newman and Charles Drake as two 
_ of the Marine officers who were lovers of the girls. It 
hasn’t pulled punches on either side of a ticklish subject. 
Some of the American Marines shown pouring into Welling- 
- ton, New Zealand, are pictured as crude, insensitive and 
obnoxious. The moral lapses of some New Zealand women 
~ aren't buttered over, either. But more important than that, 
the agonies and torments of the people involved, the gradu- 
al weakening of their moral barriers, in the face of death, 
- distance and uncertainties of war, are portrayed with un- 
*- derstanding and sympathy. 

Miss Simmons is the sweet and stalwart sister whose 
husband, never seen, is killed in action. Miss Fontaine is 
the prudish one, angry at the scandalous behavior of some 
of her countrywomen, who finally herself falls in love with 
. a nice marine captain (Drake) and bears a baby which he 
never sees, because he meets death. Miss Laurie is the sister, 
married to a worthless lout she picked because he repre- 
~ sented the bottom of the barrel that was left, who goes 
wild in Wellington and takes one lover after another, finally 
being murdered by her husband on his return from the 
army. Miss Dee is the brightly innocent younger sister. 
Newman is the sour and cynical marine major who is 
determined to take solace in the bottle rather than hurt 
anyone, but who finally forms a reluctant liaison with Jean. 

The credits on the story announce that the New 
Zealand Government and Army co-operated in the filming 
of the picture. That is a tribute to their fairness and 
broad-mindedness, 


Soporific Romance 


“INTERLUDE,” a CinemaScope concoction at the 
ST. LOUIS, has been dressed in heavy romantic trappings 
to deck out a love affair between a handsome symphonic 
conductor and an American girl working in a United States 
information center in Munich. We have 
Mozart, Beethoven, Brahms, Liszt, Wagner, 
pouring out our ears, both from the con- 
ductor’s frequent broodings over the piano, 
from his orchestra, or just wrapped up in 
the score. There are dandy views of 
Munich, Salzburg and the Bavarian moun- 
tains. There is heavy breathing, sighing 
and yearning, as the conductor, Rossano Brazzi, and the 
girl, June Allyson, let their love slip off the noble plane 
one night when they are caught by a heavy storm in his 
summer cottage. And Miss Allyson chews fretfully on her 
conscience when she finds out that the composer has a 
wife who, shades of “Jane Eyre,” is mad. (She should have 
been warned of this about Mr. Brazzi from Katharine Hep- 
burn’s experience with the cad in “Summertime,” a not 
altogether rissimilar picture.) 

In the first place, I don’t think Miss Allyson, who 
strikes me on the mousy side, would be the type to attract 
such a handsome and famous man. In the second place, 
she isn’t enough of an actress to give depth and meaning 
to any anguish. And furthermore the scripters have de- 
pended too much on the musical-scenic festooning and have 
come up with a script on the torpid side. The result is 
about as dreary a love story as we've come across on the 
screen in many moons. If all love were this dull, I'm afraid 
it would go out of style. 

For the heroine who is essentially pure of heart, even 
though she may have slipped a bit, there are only two 
accepted dramatic solutions for a dilemma such as here. 
Either the demented wife must kill herself or the heroine 
must give up her lovér. In this, the wife (German actress 
Marianne Cook) tries to oblige, but is prevented by June. 
That leaves June nothing to do but go back to America, 
with a marked lack of enthusiasm, with old Joe Steady 
(Keith Andes), a physician who has been hanging around 
being as Understanding as all get-out. 


Corn, Western Style 


“FORTY GUNS,” at the FOX, has all the ingredients 
for a real dramatic Western. We have the dictatorial cattle 
baron, here, just to be offbeat, a lady (Barbara Stanwyck.) 
We have the gunman (Barry Sullivan) now turned honest as 
an investigator for the United States At- 
torney General, ‘ho comes to town and 
is the only man strong enough to defy her 
and her 40 gunmen, that is, with the back- 
ing of his two brothers Gene Barry and 
Robert Dix (son of Richard Dix.) We 
have the crooked sheriff (Dean Jagger) 
and the traditional heroine’s weak brother 
(John Erickson). There are gunfights, murders, ambushes, 
and a suicide to the tune of mournful ballads; and, thrown 
in, in place of the usual cattle stampede, a tornado. 

It’s all there, but under the heavy hand of Director- 
Writer-Producer Sammy Fuller, it’s pure, unadulterated 
corn, illogical, unconvincing and woodenly contrived. Mr 
Sullivan, a good actor, deserves more than this.

Telling Is 
Not Teaching

OW many, many times 

mothers and fathers say, 

“He knew better than to do 
that. I told him not to and yet 
he went ahead and did it any- 
how and look at the mess he hag 
made.” 

Telling is not enough. Tell- 
ing is not teaching and it does 
not always result in learning. 
implies hearing and 
bare hearing of an instruction 
is like bare telling. Sounds are 
registered but that does not 
mean that ideas have been set. 
Far from it. 

In order to hear words, 
music, ideas, the listener must 
have something more than his 
ears. He must have a regis- 
tered experience which will 
welcome the new sensation and 
turn it into an experience which 
in turn creates the new idea. 

* +. . 

CHILDREN ARE inexpert- 
enced people so they have scant 
background for new experi- 
ences. They must gather those 
and it is in this operation of col- 
lecting experiences that they 
get into trouble with their eld- 
ers who then say in irritation 
and bewilderment, “But I told 

im.” 

If at all possible, when tell- 
ing a child what to do, how to 
do, what not to do, let him put 
his hands and mind to work on 
the project. When it is a di- 
rect prohibition carefully ex- 
plain the reason for it and il- 
lustrate them with a story, per- 
sonal if that can be, so he gets 
something more. Even then 
don't expect too much until, 
and unless he has a background 
of experience that helps inter- 
pret the telling. 

Few children are wilfully dis- 
obedient. Most of them want 
earnestly to win the approval 
of their parents and teachers 
and friends. But their very na- 


ture impels them to experiment 


with their immediate environ- 
ment including the people in 
it. An understanding of this 
will make relationship between 
teacher and taught much easier 
and pleasanter.

AN ADMONITION “not to” 
just as a child is l@aving the 
house is not likely to be regis- 
tered at all. His mind is full of 
what lies ahead and even his 
hearing of the words is dimmed, 
If the message is important be 
sure to get the child's whole 
attention, see that he is look- 
ing at you and listening.
